"Together with Chinese Communist trooos, two Vqet ::inh regiments sain 
from ilamquang and Dong Dang (106-42, 21-56), will attack iucoi (lO7—by, 
21=27) and Tienyen (107=25, 21-19); and the comand of military Inter- 
sector II will send two amsies to attack Langson (106-50, 21~5h) and 

Kulu (sic). after tha seizure of Langson, these forces will proceed to 


‘Nanoi in three columns: the rigit column attacking Thai Uguyen (105-50, ae 
21~35)#3 the center column attacking Phulangthuong; and the left column ng 
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attacking Loenam (106-22, 21-17). Simultaneously, taro divisions of the 
diberst ine army (sic) from Mensteu, Yunnan, will attack Laokay and 

Zenbay (104-53, 21-1)3 and will then join forces with troops of the 
Tate sectors I, II, ITI, and IV for an attack on Phu Tho (105~12, 21~2h), - 
Viet Tri (105-24, 21-17), and Vinh Yen (105-12, 19-07). 


30 The commnique continues with a plan for a later attack on Uanoi with 
forty figuters and boribers fro bases in Lungchow, Saise (or ‘osch), and 
‘engtzu, and bases in Uorth Viet iam, first bonbing Gia Lara (105-52, 21-02) 
and Bacmai.%# .fter the liberation of ilanoi, Viet linh forces would join 
with the Chinese Communists for operations in Sentral and South Viet Lam 
in order to expel the French.
